ASSEMBLYMAN TELLS THE 


STORY OF BRIBERY 


dives Names of Five Lawmakers 


Who Are Alleged to Have 


Taken Gold For Votes. 


SACRAMENTO, Oct. 8.—Assemblyman 


Fayette Mitcheltrea of Palo Alto 
has 


made a full confession to District Attor- 
ney Arthur Seymour of Sacramento of 
the wholesale bribery used to defeat the 
Ralston anti-prizefight bill at the last 
session of the Legislature. 


He has given Seymour the names of 


five Assemblymen who sold their votes 
to the fight promoters for sums of money 
ranging from $BO to $300. In the Interest 
of Justice both MItcheltree and Sey- 
mour refuse to make these names public 
for the present 


In addition to specifying the five men 


who, accepted bribes In exchange for their 
votes against the Ralston measure Mitch 
eltres has submitted to the District At- 
torney evidence that he claims will sub- 
stantiate his charges In detail.- 
He definitely states that there were 
eyewitnesses to the giving and accept- 
ance of the five specific bribes. 


GIVES HIS EVIDENCE. 


. "I have positive and indisputable evi- 
dence in my possession that at least five 
Assemblymen, whose names1 I know, ac- 
cepted bribes of from $50.to $300 to vote 
against the Halston anti-prizefight bill 
in the last session of the Legislature," 
said1 Assemblyman Fayette Mitcheltree 
of Palo Alto. 
' 
"The names of these five Assemblymen, 
and the names of others, are now In the 
hands of District Attorney Arthur Sey- 
mour of Sacramento. I say five names 
and others, because five Assemblymen I 
have positively implicated to the District 
Attorney, and he has evidence against 
the others! I have personally conducted 
an investigation into the matter, and all 
.the information which I nave supplied to 
the District Attorney Is Irrefutably sup- 
ported . by the witnesses I have secured, 
and who will be called on for that testi- 
mony very soon. 
"Just how soon? 
Immediately after 
the District Attorney has disposed of the 
trials 
-if the boodllng legislators now 
being prosecuted by him. he will take up 
the prosecution of the men who sold 
themselves to defeat the Ralston bill. 
He will probably secure Indictments Im- 


mediately. 


TOLD HIM BVEHYTHINO. 


"I went of my own aeoord to Seymour 


In Sacramento and told him fully—to the 
last detail—all that I knew In regard to 
the campaign of bribery oarrlsi on in 
Sacramento and San Franclioo at "the 
time the. Ralston bill was before the 
Legislature, and I knew pretty nearly 
everything." 
"Did you know of the bribing at the 
time that It was going on?" was asked. 
"Tea, I did." 
"Was It at that time you went to Dis- 
trict Attorney Seymour with your story?" 
"Why, no—I do not pose as a re- 
former, or defender of morality. I had 
no desire to squeal. If the thing had not 
been exposed as a result of the squabbles 
m sporting circles after the Brltt-Nelson 
fight, nothing would have been known 
of the bribery resorted to In order to 
defeat the Ralston bill, arid certainly 1 
should not have come forward to squeal." 


"Who 
gave the money out to the bribed 
Assemblymen?" 
"That I cannot tell you at this time." 
"Who 
were the bribed Assemblymen?" 


'H cannot tell you that. I know them. 
I have all the facts to prove the case 
against them, and they will be Indicted." 
Mitcheltree then called up District At- 
torney Seymour and asked him whether, 
!n his judgment, it would be wise to make 
public the names Implicated, and the 
District Attorney' told the Assemblyman 
not to do so. 
"The names1 will be made known with- 
in the next four or five days at the out- 
side." declared Mitcheltree. "and Assem- 
blymen in San Francisco an well as those 
from other places will be exposed. 
In 
fact. I think the trials of the bribed As- 
s'emblymen will be held In San Fran- 
cisco."

At the 
conclusion of his interview Mr. Mitch- 
ell said he had come to Washington 
to see the President, not at the latter's 
Invitation, but of his own volition, to 
talk with him about "a personal mat- 
ter." 
Pressed for Information as to 


the nature of his mission, he said that 
he had urged the President to appoint 
Louis Hammerling, editor of the offi- 
cial organ of the United Mine Work- 
ers, as Collector of Internal Revenue 
for the Scranton, Pa., district. 


He declined to state whether the ap- 


pointment would be made or not, Ham- 
merling Is opposed by some members 
of the Pennsylvania congressional del- 
egation. 


"I did not discuss with the President 


the labor situation In the anthracite 
coal 
fields," eald Mr. Mitchell. 
My 


business with him was purely on this 
personal matter." 


In response to other inquiries he said 


that he did not know whether the coal 
operators had large stores of surplus 
coal on hand or not, as he had made 
no Investigation along that line. He 
said also that he had made no inquiry 
as to the possible result of the en- 
forcement of the child labor law in 
closing of some of the Pennsylvania 
coal mines, but he ventured the opin-

VICTORIA, B. C., October 3.—Sheriff 


Richards, into whose custody. Collins was 
committed until the hearing of the ap- 
peal In the extradition case on November 
1, believes he has found - a solution con- 
cerning the question as to who Is re- 
sponsible for the cost of maintaining 
and guarding Collins. Collins would not 
pay the bill, although he promised to do 
so, and the State of California referred 
to the law which forbade it bearing tho 
expenses. The Sheriff, alarmed lest he 
would have to be responsible, sought ad 
vice from the Department of Justice at 
Ottawa. 
The reply from the Canadian capital 
is to the effect that the country seek- 
ing extradition must bear all the ex- 
penses. The Sheriff Is now awaiting the 
return of Chief Justice Hunter, when he 
will ask for an order fixing the per diem 
allowance. It is contended that by the 
extradition treaty the United States Gov- 
ernment will be directly responsible to 
Canada for all expenses, and California 
cannot enforce an enactment which re- 
pudiates Its responsibility. It being a 
matter for the Federal Court. 
The Sheriff will render an account for 
payment by the Dominion of Canada, 
and. In turn, the United States will, ac- 
cording .to the treaty, have to meet the 
expenses, whether Collins Is delivered up 
not. Collins in the meantime appears 
be enjoying life, putting in several 
lours eacn day in the law library, pre- 
paring his case.

The Barbarity of Texas 


There is to be a barbecue of a negro, named Monk Gibson, at 


Edna, Jackson county, Texas, within a few days. The negro Gibson 
is to be burned alive. The horrid atrocity is to be performed in the 
day-time, and the exhibition is to be witnessed by all the good people 
of Jackson county, Texas. It is to be one of the most exciting and 
interesting events 'which has taken place in that county since its 
organization. 


Recently the negro murdered Mrs. Conditt and four children. Mr. 


Beasley, the father of Mrs. Conditt, called upon the neighbors to 
assist him in avenging the death of his daughter. In his published 


• statement, which was likewise published all over the United States, 


he notified his neighbors that he would torture Gibson for a whole 
week; that his burning at the stake should constitute a six days' 
holiday, and that this holocaust of barbarity was to be witnessed by 
the surrounding country. 


No notice has been given that special trams will be run to this 


attraction, but the negro is surrounded by a company of his pursuers 
in a dense forest of timber on one of the river bottoms of Texas, and 
a fervent hope is expressed for his capture alive. It would be a most 
serious disappointment to the people of Jackson county, Texas, if 
Gibson should lay violent hands on himself, and the pursuers find a 
dead colored man instead of a live "nigger." 
- 
H. H. Beasley, a brother Qf Mrs. Conditt, the murdered woman, 


has pathetically stated to the public that it was the special request 
of his bereaved father and mother that the mob which will inflict the 
community vengeance should be pleaded w>th not to burn Gibson 
until a full opportunity of witnessing the performance could be given 
to the good people of Jackson county. Mr. and Mrs. Beasley, in 
preferring their request, asked that a matinee performance be 
arranged, so that all the citizens of Edna and Jackson county who 
desired to see the burning could be accorded that "privilege." 
They 


further petitioned that the burning occur at a suitable public place, 
so that none who desire to witness the elevating performance should 
be deprived of that privilege. The word "privilege" as here used is 
not placed in the mouth of these individuals. It is the word they 
have employed in the prayerful petition. So it is deemed a "privi- 
lege" to witness the barbecue of a "nigger" in Jackson county, Texas, 
and the bereaved parents of the murdered woman are to be accorded 
the most eligible seats—the places of honor, and the assembled 
multitude of the good people of Texas, and particularly of Jackson 
county and of the town of Edna, are to be present as sympathizing 
friends and neighbors. 


Then the torture is to begin. 
It will be a great pity to have this negro burned in a summary 


way. 
Exhibitions of this character are by no means rare in the, 


South, but Jackson county, Texas, has not before had an opportunity 
of this modern form of civilized enjoyment. The fire should be 
.ipplied in such a way as to make the negro last for a time equal 
to that occupied by the "Passion Play" at Oberammergau. 
The j 


curtain rises in the morning at Oberammergau at 8 o'clock, and, 
excepting a short recess for luncheon, does not fall until the close of 
the Crucifixion at 5 in the afternoon. Gibson can be made to writhe 
in agony an equal period, and Mr. and Mrs. Beasley's considera- 
tion for the "privilege" of their neighbors and the citizens of Jackson 
county generally ought to be respected in a manner to make the 
performance high-class. The President of the United States, the 
Governor of Texas and the people of the whole world are notified 
that within a few days a cruel and unusual punishment is to be 
inflicted upon a most wicked offender; that he is to be burned alive, 
by slow torture, and that the ghoulish instincts of the community'i 
are to feast upon this saturnalia of barbarism. Let the people o f ) 
the United States stand rebuked before the people of Russia, instead; 
of protesting against Russian barbarity toward the Jews of that 
country. 
Let the people of the United States ask themselves ser- 


iously the question whether the civilization prevailing here is worthy 
of the name of ''Christian," and let them hereafter understand the 
blasphemy of the term when they claim for the civilization of this 
country a Christian origin and development. 


These poor, deluded, ignorant Texas barbarians are dwelling in 


the darkness of error. They have not the sense to understand that 
all exhibitions of barbarity destroy civilized attributes and educate 
their own people in the direction of brutality. Barbarism is not a 
cure for brutality, and the civilized spectator who will witness the 
torture of Gibson can say without libelling the character of his 
tormentors that there is no distinction between the civilized condi- 
tion of the negro Gibson and the men who will officiate at his torture, 
nor even of the witnesses who will gloat rapturously over the 
horrid spectacle. That Gibson deserves death none will deny, but | 
that the people of Jackson county do themselves justice by this ! 
disgraceful exhibition of the barbarous condition of their civilization 
no sane mind can believe. Gibson's offense was a crime against the 
people of Jackson county and all Texas, and all the United States, 
but the people of Jackson county are committing an equal offense 
against the civilization of the world by the perpetration of this 
horrid deed. 
Every man and every woman who witnesses the 


torture of the negro will leave the scene debased, ever}' human 
sentiment of the mind debauched, every attribute of civilization out- 
raged. After the negro barbecue the moral status of Jackson county [ 
will be lower than ever before. That it is abased is abundantly] 
evident from the fact that such an exhibition is esteemed a 
"privilege." 


Gibson's offense was referrable to tne heartless cruelty of his 


nature. Hisv punishment will transfer that disregard for the sacred- 
ness of human life to the spectator of his torture, and the whole 
civilized plane of the people of Jackson county will descend to the 
level of the barbarity and cruelty of the negro, affording occasion to 
man-el at the moral imbecility of the community which converts its 
people into devils for the purpose of inflicting a barbarous torture 
upon a fiend.

organization. 
As mankind has progressed the old laws, usages,

All good 
with which mankind is unacquainted is counted bad. It is revolu- 
tionary—contrary to precedent. 
What Taft Really Said 


The Sacramento Bee's report of what Secretary Taft had to say 


about the State and National governments defraying two-thirds of 
fhe cost of reclaiming swamp lands in the Sacramento basin differs 
somewhat from that printed in the San Francisco Chronicle. 
The 


Bee quotes Taft as follows: 


"The question is," said the Secretary, "what will, the State 


advance towards improving its tule lands and advancing its taxable 
property? Will the land-owners put up millions to advance the 
price of their holdings? 
Mr. Ferris has argued that there were 


obstacles which tended to throw the flood waters of the river against 
the levees and damage them. He contended that the river should 
he straightened, to cause &• more rapid flow, and that this would 
improve navigation. The engineers say the navigation is now about 
as it always was, and therefore satisfies all the demands of the 
Government. But Congress has "discretion as to the matter of the 
straightening of a river channel. That sort of work is for Congress, 
not for the War Department." 


"From this it appears that the head of the War Department 


knows just what the situation is," comments the Nevada City Miner- 
1 ranscript. "He knows that the lands have not been ruined by 
winter overflows—that, on the contrary, to be overflowed in winter 
is their natural condition. Efforts to reclaim them are praiseworthy, 
but, like all the works of man, they sometimes fail. 
Neither the 


Government nor the State is responsible for these failures, any more 
than either shares in the profits of the owners.

gests, build their own levees at their own expense."

On Being Revolutionary

tionary. We are of the opinion that government ownership is not 
good policy, particularly in a democracy operating a system of 
government like ours, but it is no argument against it to speak of it 
as revolutionary. 
Every radical change is revolutionary, and all 


human progress has come about by revolutionizing things. 
Our 


Government and the institutions on which it is founded are the result 
of a revolutionary movement. The coming of Christ revolutionized 
religious thought and religious organization. 
The overthrow of 


feudalism was a revolution not only of government but of society, 
while in mechanics evolution has proved synonymous with revolu- 
lion. All revolutions are not good, but all movements for the bet- 
torment of social and political conditions have been revolutionary. 


Every man who opposes changes simply because they are revo- 


lutionary makes a fetich of precedent. He represents the type of 
conservatism that fights all innovation, and sets mankind to learn 
only the lesson of precedent—what is and has been must forever 
continue. It is this mossback type of conservatism that has kept the 
Chinese in a state of arrested development for over 2000 years. 
Those who study the past only to imitate it and not to avoid its 
errors, false theories and injudicious practices are incapable of 
learning the lesson of advancement, the law of evolution. For them 
the lamp of experience lights only the path to pitfalls into which

It is not the solid and sensible citizens that make up the busi- 


ness world who drive automobiles murderously; it is the "sporting" 
clement, and the reckless and murderous froth of society. 


And it is time to stop such driving, and by such people.

NEED REGULATING 


University Man Would Have Gov- 


ernment Experts flake Rail= 


way Rate Schedules

Commerce Commission 
"It Is right for the government to 


determine what the reasonable rates 
should be," he said, "and to 
carry 
them out 
Railroads are common car- 
riers and should be responsible to tae 
general government. 
The purpose of 


these regulations Is 
to maintain an 
equitable 
relation 
between the peo- 


ple and the railroads 
As the sys- 


tem Is conducted at present the mer- 
chants and the railroad people com- 
bine and agree on rates 
while 
the 
consumer Is left out of consideration. 
The charges made 
by the railroads 
have an effect on prices of all kinds of 
commodities. 
"The railroad rates taken In the ag- 
gregate are 
not now unreasonably 


high but 
the movement la directed 
against discrimination between local- 
ties 
This discrimination has been 


the direct cause of the formation of 
monopolies as without It no monop- 


oly can exist The United States Rail- 
road Commission has already render* 
ed reports which are so clear 
that 


they form a sufficient 
basis, 
upon 
whlcj regulations can be made. 
"In the contention 
from the rail- 
road's point of view 
where are two 
main points to be considered 
First, 
that the railroads are vested Interests, 
Their -value depends upon their earn- 
ing pow er and If this power Is dis- 
turbed tiy the government the values 
of all property will thereby be thrown 
Into a state of disorder 
"The second point Is that the fixing 


of rates Is complicated and cannot bia 
done except by experts." 
In answering these points Professor 
Plehn maintained 'that the mainten- 
ance of reasonable rates 
should not 
destroy the earning power of the roads 
If these earnings are not unreason- 
ably large. Reasonable 
rates would 
Increase the 
earnings 
of the roads 
as they would bring them more busi- 
ness. 
In regard to the ability of a com- 


mission to flx rates he said that gov- 
ernment _experts would be just aa able 
as railroad experts and far more hon- 
est.

AT EMERYVILLE. 


Ninety-seven residents and 
property 


owners of Emeryville formed the" Emery- 
ville Improvement Club. Monday even- 
Ing, In electing E. F. Seward president; 
S. Cediey and 3. A. Ferguson, vice-pres- 
idents; 'p. Thiesen, treasurer, and I. 
George Smlth.x'secretary.. 


The ooccittees, so far appointed, are: 
Executive—J. G. Smith,-P. Thiesen and 


James Algeo. 


Streets—J. A. Ferguson, S>, Cediey and 


T. Bendixen. 


The club adopted the sentiment of 


Edmund 
Burke, ',-the . famous English 


statesman ,and orator: "When bad men 
combine the -good must a&ociate, „- else 
they fall an unpltied sacrifice in a con- 
temptible struggle." 


A suit was tried last month by Judge 


Melvin in tho Superior Court, involving 
an investigation of transactions in real 
estate of over a half century ago, when 
Oakland was a small squatter town. Car- 
roll, the plaintiff, was represented: by F. 
D. Madison and De Laveaga, his coun- 
sel; and the defendant, Teresa Casserly, 
widow of former United States Senator 
Eugene Casserly, by James T. Boyd, San 
Pranciso lawyers. 


The suit was for partition of land on 


Harrison, Webster and Delger streets. 
Tho records of Contra Costa and Ala- 
meaa Counties_ were put In evidence. 
The plaintiff proved that he had acquired 
by conveyances from Vicente Paralta, 
the interest in the property claimed by 
h'.m, 
upon his theory of tho title, as 


shown in his'abstract. 


CONDENSED HISTORY. 


Mr. Boyd gave a condensed history of 


the title, saying in substance, the land 
is part of a grant made by Don Pablo 
Vlncente do Sola, the last Spanish Gov- 
ernor of California, to Luis Peralta in 
the year 1820, by the name Rancho of 
San Antonio. 


I/uis Peralta sent his cattle to this 


rancho, and put some of them In charge 
of his son Ignacio on one part, of An- 
T 
„ 


tonio on one part, of Vicente on a tract rrv s' ,ir! 
he called "Temescal," and of Domingo . J/S., , 
on all north of "Temescal." 


Luis Peralta resided in San Jose, He 


died in 1851; after executing a deed, 
giving to each of his sons the land of 
the Rancho in his charge. 


In "Temescal" was a tract known as 


the "Encinal," including the land in suit 
and other property; and the old squat- 
ter town. 


Tills "Encinal" was sold by Vincents 


In 1851 to John -CSar, who Interested 
others with him, and joined Vincente in 
1852 
in conveying it to Joseph K. Irv- 


ing one-fourth, Hays & Caperton one- 
fourth, Jacob A. Cost one-fourth, John 
Clar one-sixth and B. de la. Barra one- 
twelfth. 


Irving acquired all of Clar' interest. 


Barra conveyed by deed of April 19, 
1852, 
his one-twelfth to Irving, Goggin 


and William Claude Jones, the latter by 
deed of June 19, 1852, conveyed to Eu- 
gene Casserly his undivided one-third of 
said twelfth. 


Senator Casserly died In 1883, in San 


Francisco, and his "estate administered 


in the Superior Court, was distributed 
to his widow ^and sole devisee, the de- 
fendant, Teresa Casserly. 
Coggrin put 


his interest in charg-e of Irving. 


CONVEYS INTEREST. 


After the Clar purchase. Irving by 


deeds poll in 1852-53, conveyed to S. A. 
Morrison, Eugene Casserly, J. M. Gog- 
giu, Humphrey Marshall, and others, un- 
divided Interests in the Encinal of "firm 
and arable -land, and not 
swamp 


marsh, land," to be taken from his por- 
tions outside of the town, after con- 
firmation of title, which upon a parti- 
tion, should1 come to him. 


Irving, Hays, Caperton and Cost agreed 


In writing, in April, 1S53,- that they would 
divide among them, the Clar purchase; 
select a surveyor to make survey and 
map of all the Encinal except tho town- 
site, and divide it into four nearly equal 
parts, numbered one, two, three and four. 
Such parts to be assessed for equality. 
Numbers corresponding' with the num- 
bers of the division tracts on separate 
cards, to be placed .in a hat. of which 
Caperton and Cost should each draw one, 
and'Irvine two. 


The map of the old townsite, made for 


the squatters by Kellersberger, was to 
be used^as basis for a division by the 
numbers thereon of blocks in the town. 
A. W. Von Schmidt was selected to make 
and made the survey and map of sub- 
division. 


Cost died; his sisters (his ohly heirs) 


represented his interests in the division. 
The divisions were designated on tho 
map by letters A B C and D—were 
bounded' on the north by the Encinal 
line, and were so assessed that C should 
pay B $7500, and D pay A 
$7500 for 


equality of values. 
On the drawings 


division B fell to heirs of Cost, C to 
Hays and j Caperton, and A and D to 
Irving-; and C paid' B $7500. 


Irving-, in order to make good to the 


purchasers from him of undivided in- 
terests of firm and arable aud not swamp 
or marsh land, had a survey and map 
of subdivision made of that character of 
land, in tract D. 
After the drawing, 


what Is known as the partition deed of 
August 15, 1S53, was executed between 


Hays and Caperton and Cost's 


ties to whom Irving sold 


undivided interests in the arable lands, 
were not parties to the partition deed. 


WHAT DEED HELD. 


It recited tenancy in common of the 


parties to it, in the Encinal, their agree- 
ment for a division; the survey, map 
and division of tho common lands; draw- 
ing of the divisions, which division and 
drawings they all acknowledged to be 
Just and fair, and agreed to be bound 
by and conform to, at all times. And 
In consideration whereof and of the divi- 
sion and drawings and moneys paid, and 
of their respective releases each to the 
other of his portion, the several parties 
released by written description and dia- [ 
grams annexed, the lands 
drawn by i 


them -severally. 


The counsel who?,sapervlsed the draw- 


ings and drew the formal parts ot this 
deed, gave it to his clerk to fill out, and 
he copied into the release to Irving of 
tract D, the description and diagram D. 
from Irving's map. of the arable lands in 
D, instead of the whole of division D. 


After the partition deed was executed; j 


was 
in division D, defendant > Teresi 


Casserly .wa-i a co-tenant with him. In 
any event, under the decree In her hus- 
band's estate, and she was entitled to 
have her inlerest declared by the Inter- 
locutory decree In this suit in tha land 
and improvements of plaintiff; and sel 
off to her on the final decree of par- 
tition or sale. 


PROPERTY ORDERED SOLD. 


3|t was so decided by the court, an< 


judgment is so entered, and tha prop- 
erty ordered to be sold.

Irving', on May 10, 1S54, conveyed to 
Humphrey Marshall certain parcels of 
arable lands In tract D and other .prop- 
erty, and annexed to the deed a copy 
of his map of such arable lands; and wi 
the same day conveyed 
to Morrison, 


Casserly and others, subdivisions of the 
arable lands by reference to- the rnsip 
cjinexed to Marshall's deed, and other 
property, t reciting: in his deeds that it 
was given and accepted by, the grantee 
in satisfaction of the undivided. Interest 
in arable 
lands of tracts A and D he 


had previously conveyed' to each of them; 
with the eonsent of the other parties in- 
terested shown by their acceptance of 
similar deeds of even date. 


INSERTED IN DEED. 


As Casserly had not only such undi- 


vided interest in arable land derived from 
Irving, but also an interest in the En- 
cinal under the Gar purchase by Jones' 
deed to him, he inserted In his deed to 
Casserly: 
'-'The said party of the sec- 


ond part (Eugene Casserly), however, 
still retaining his undivided interest (be- 
ing one-tbirty-sbtth part) In the marsh 
land of which partition has not yet been 
made." 
" The plaintiff. in the suit before Judge 
Melvin, claimed that the only land Irv- 
ing got in D was the 'arable land in the
